Study links 
sunscreen, 
cancer block

BOSTON — Doctors have gnthcrcd 
the first direct, scientific proof that us- 
ing sunscreen really docs prevent skin 
cancer. 

Rubbing on sun-blocking cream has 
long been recommended as a way to 
protect the skin from the sun’s I 


iui cticcts, including oimccrnjui this— 
advice had been based on circumstan- 
tial evidence, such as animal -experi- 
ments. 

Now, Australian researchers have 
conducted a summer-long experiment 
showing that people who used sun- 
screen before going outside cut their 
chances of developing the first signs 
of skin cancer. 

“It’s a vety important paper," com- 
mented Dr. Darrell Rigel of New York 
University Medical School. “It’s the 
first time wc have been able to defini- 
tively. show that sunscreen lowers the 
risk of getting skin cancer later in 
life." 

The study was conducted on 588 
men and women who were randomly 
assigned to use cither SPF-17 sun- 
screen or a look-altkc dummy lotion 
from September 1991 through March 
1992, one Australian summer.

Scchofer said the abolishment of the Federal Health Office would cut 
red tape and clarify official responsibilities. Hjs decision must be 
approved by Parliament. .

The chemistry Nobel was awarded 
to Kary B. Mullis, 48, of San Diego, 
who is writing a book about his dis- 
covery, and Michael Smith, 61. of. the.

Vancouver. 

The winners of the physics prize 
were Russell A. Hulsc, 42, and Joseph 
H. Taylor Jr^ 52, both of Princeton 
University. Each Nobel Prize carries 
an award of $825,000 and is split 
among the-winnen.- 

Mullis was recognized, for his 
invention -in 1983 of a technique 






which allows researchers to produce 
millions of copies of a single, micro- 
scopic strand of DNA within hours. - 

The technique is being used to diag- 
nose infections. find the causes of 
hereditary diseases and recover DNA 
from fossils, as was carried into fic- 
tion in the novel and movie "Jurassic' 
Park."

- - thus the requirement that senators represent - 
states, not people; that theybe indirectly 
elected; and that they have six-year terms. 

Seeking to invoke the Founding Fathers 
. for an additional anti-majoritarian device 
means arguing that Madison, Washington, 
Franklin ct al„ wopld have mandated super- 
tnajoritics for Senate bills if only they had 
begn smart enough to think of it. In our sys- 
tem of interpreting the law. when a legisla- 
tive body such ns the. Constitutional Con- 
vention provides for accomplishing a goal 
by a given set of means, it is held that the 
legislators knew what they were doing and 
that their authority should not be invoked 
later for difTcrcnt ways of achieving that 
goal. 

This is especially important here because 
there is a fundamental difference between 
the anti-majoritarian aspects of the constitu- 
tional design of thc Senate and thc more re- 
cent requirement that 60 percent of thc Scn- 
“ atc be required to pass a bill. Thc constitu- — 
tional provisions dilute popular influence in 
the selection of thc Senate. But once that 
membership is determined; these procedures 
do not hinder a majority of those so selected 
from adopting any particular measure.

The hunter made his estimation,, held, 
over the animal and fired a shot. Nothing 
happened. It was as if the shot had dis- 
appeared into thin air. Feeling that the 
shot must have been low, the hunter in- 
creased his hold over the antelope and 
fired a second shot. 

The buck still did not move. The 
I hu nter was a t a l oss ns he pondered on 
' Where to hold for the next shot: 

The third shot. was fired with even

visible results as dust kicked into the air 
sfcvcral feet above the antelope. The 
hunter then realized he had drastically 
misjudged the distance. He lowered his 
—pointofaima-few-inchcsbclowhis-orig- - 
inal hold and fired once morc.-This time- 
the antelope dropped to the ground. 

The above scenario is not uncommon 
for most big game hunters. Perhaps you 
have experienced a similar challenge. 
Judging distances in the field is a diffi- 
cult task at best. When shots are taken 
bcyondjhc point blank range of the 
weapon— any di’stahccnt which" holding 
on the animal will score a hit— then some 
method.of dctennining thc_approximatc_ 

distance is critical. 

There are few good solutions, but even 
. a poor solution is better than none. 

The most scientific answer is the use of 


range nnaers, wnicn arc avauaoic irom 
several different manufacturers. They 
use optics and triangulolion to determine 
distances in the field. The drawbacks to 
such equipment include the initial cost, 
the added Weight of more equipment, and 
time required to take a reading. 

Often game is not as cooperative as the 
above mentioned antelope. 

Other less expensive, though not os ac- 
curate, solutions. exist. The sightson the. . 
gun can assist the shooter in determining 
distance. Some scopes even have com- 


them. 

They too, however, require extra time 
— to operate and sell-for-premium prices-in— 
the store. Thc.standard scope with duplex 
cross-hairs can serve you nearly as well 
but with less fuss and expense. 

T o do so. make a Ijfesjze profile of a 
deer or the animal to be hunted and 
mount it to a piece of plywood. Take this 
target to the. range and step off various 
distances from the target ana then look at 
it through the scope carefully noting how 
the silhouette “looks” or fits in the scope ’ ’ 
at 200, 250, 300, 350, 400 yards, etc. 

Remembering this look will be very 
helpful next time a real animal appears. 
This method is fast, simple and surpris- 
ingly accurate when practiced. 

The use of known distances can be 
very helpful in judging distances. When 
hunting-wherc fences or power lines arc 
found, step off the distances between- 
posts. 

I once shot a deer by counting the 
numberoHencc-posts-from-my-position — 

tothedeer; 

It may not happen often but it is nice to 
use when the deer cooperate. 

Nothing can prepare a hunter better for 
judging distances -than practicing. One 
entertaining way is to take a walk with 
your gun and guess the distance of ob- 
jects such as a small rock or a tree stump. 
— Then-makc-tho- proper compensation in 
your hold and fire. 

The results or your judgement-will — 
quickly become apparent. Repeat the 
process and step'ofT the yardage when 
— possible to confirm your guessrUsing tho— 

game profile forthis type of practice is 
• also very effective. ' 

Finally, when_in.the_ficld, assist each 
other by spotting shots on game whenev- 
er possible. A vital piece of information 
' such as “a foot high” can turn the second 
shot into a good clean hit. 

Of course the best solution is to get 
close enough that the distance is not criti- 
cal but that is not always possible, but by 
using a 'few tricks and a little practice • 
longer shots can be made with surprising 
accuracy.

Hayspur hatchery 
pplies Gem State 
waters with trout

BELLEVUE - Across the road from one of 
Idaho’s most revered trout streams sits the 
fish hatchery that supplies the rainbows 
stocked in the state's lakes, rivers and 
streams. 

“My job is to make fishing better in Idaho,” 
said Bob Esselmnn, manager of the Hayspur 
fish hatchery southeast of Bellevue. 

Esselmnn takes his job seriously, presiding 
over the only captive brood stock of rainbow 
trout in Idaho.

He and two other full-time Idaho Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game employees send 
about eight million fertilized “cyc-eggs” , to 
other hatcheries all over Idaho to be hatched 
and released. 

The crew takes great pains to assure their 
fish arc disease free and still maintain the ge- 
netic mix that- makes- thenuso successful in . 
Idaho waters. 

The breeding stock live and grow in-a lK- - 
acre pond at the hatchery about six miles east 
of Idaho Highway 75 on Highway 20. Walk- 
: pond’s bank s,. it's eas y to see 
the big trout lurking like dark shadows be- 
neath the surface. 

Most of-thc fish are -four- to six pounds, al- — 
though 1 2-pounders are not uncommon. 

“Wc find some fish larger than 30 inches 
every year.”

Ha yspur become th e first fi sh hatcher y ever 
mandated by thcIdalicT Legislature in 1907i 
Over the years, it has reared kokancc, brown 
tfout, cutthroat and just about every other va- 
riety of gamcflsli caught fff Idaho before be- 
ing exclusively for rainbow trout sometime in 
the 1970s, Esselmnn said. 

Hayspur, named after a spur of the Oregon 
Short Line railroad that served the tiny shccp- 
and-nlfnlfu town of Hay, draws a fair number 
of tourists, student tours and campers who 
stay at the campground adjacent to the hatch- 
cry. 

Anglers come from' all over the nation to 
fish for Hayspur trout in nearby Silver Creek. 
The department rehabilitated Loving Creek 
from which it draws water for the hatchery, 
has become a world-class trout 

The trip from hatchery to frying pan is long 
and complicated.
